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ENNISKILLEN CLUB 
LICENCE.

SHORTER HOURS SUGGESTED. 


Much interest was taken in an application 
at a special licensing Court held in Ennis- 
killen yesterday before Messrs. Jones and 
Clarke, R.M.’s, for the renewal of the club 
licence of the Enniskillen branch of the 
British Legion. 

The grounds of the police opposition were— 
That the rules were not in conformity with 
the Act of Parliament; that drunkenness was 
permitted on the premises; and that non- 
mombers were admitted to the club for the 
purpose of obtaining liquor. ; 

At a previous heamng the Court was 
equally divided upon the first objection. Sir 
Charles Falls, M.P., for the applicants, 
stated that a clerical error had _ crept in, 
which stated that drink could be sold to 
membets for consumption off the premises 
between the hours of 10 a.m. and 11 p.m. 
At a general meeting it was decided that no 
drink be sold at any hour for consumption 
off the premises, and that the bar hours be 
from 10 a.m. till 10.30 p.m. 

Evidence was given by Head Constable 
Neely and Sergeant Codd as to members 
coming out of the club in a drunken con- 
dition. Particulars were also given of the 
conduct of non-members. 

Major Leathes, secretary of the club, stated 
that some of the men mentioned bv the 
police had been ejected from the club pre- 
mises, 

Sir Charles Falls said that any suggestions 
made by the magistrates for the better 
government of the club would be considered. 

The Court considered their decision for half 
an hour, and Mr. Jones said that they had 
agreed to grant the renewal of the licence, 
and made the suggistion that the opening 
hours of the bar be 10 a.m. to 9 p.m. 

Sir Charles Falls said that this 
mendation would be vonsidered at once.

MONEY OF MERCHANT WHO DIED 


IN 1871. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) . 
An application was made in connection with 


an old Chancery action that was commenced 
as far back as 1871 The action was one 
by Matilda Gresham and others against the 
late Mr. W. F. Littledale, a Dublin solicitor, 
who was the acting executor of the will of 
Thomas Michael Gresham, a very old Dublin 
merchant, who died on the 8th May, 1871, 
possessed of considerable real and personal 
property, to have the trusts of his will and 
codicil, dated, respectively, the 6th March, 
1869, and the 26th January, 1871, carried 
into effect. By his will Mr. Gresham, after 
a number of bequests gave each of his five 
grand-daughters £2,000 each, and appointed 
them his residuary legatees, with powers of 
appointment. After administration the 
residuary estate amounted to over £14,000, 
and the bequest and shares of each grand- 
daughter were duly set aside to their separate 
credits, Mrs. Ada Bois (formerly Gresham), 
one of the grand-daughters, having appointed 
her legacy and share of residue to her 
daughter, Mrs. Dorothy Gresham Davenport. 
at present residing in India, by deed dated 
25th November, 1926.

THE APPEAL IN THE WEYMES 
CASE. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, Rt JUSTICE 


BON AND MR. JUSTICE 
weeny MURNAGHAN.) 


The hearing was resumed of an appeal ‘n 
the matter of Patrick Joseph Weymes. bank- 
rupt, Mullingar, brought on behalf of John 
T. Roche, Charles EB. Levinge, Dr. P. Keelan. 
and Patrick Ronan—all of Mullingar—and 
John Casserly and Annie Cassetly, his wife, 
of Killucan, from an order made by Mr. 
Justice Johnston, in the Bankruptey Court 
on the 29th of October last, refusing an ap- 
plication made by them for an order direct: 
ing to be repaid to them certain sums, 
amounting in the aggregate to £550, which 
they had contributed to the third instalment 


‘of £2,000 of the guaranteed composition in 


the bankrupt’s arrangement with his creditors 
out of the £2,000 lodged as counter-security 
with the Official Assignee. 

It appeared that the bankrupt, Mr. Pi a 
Weymes, who was reputed to be a very 
wealthy merchant, who carried on a very 
extensive business in Mullingar in the buying 
and selling of wool, presented a petition for 
an arrangement with: his ereditors on April 
3rd, 1922, and got the Féin oí the 
Court. Owing te the difficult character of the 
investigation as to his estate and debts, the 
first private sitting was adjourned again and 
again. 

“Ultimately the debtor made a proposal to 
pay a composition of 2s. 6d. in the £, pay: 
able in three instalments of four, eight, and 
twelve months from the date of the confir- 
mation of the offer by the Court, the 
first and second instalments t> be secured 
by the promissory notes of the debtor, and 
the last by the joint and several Womihioty 
notes of the debtor. and Thomas McDonnell. 

Objection having been taken by some of 
the creditors to Mr. McDonnell on the ground 
of solvency, he agreed to lodge the sum of 
£2,000 with the official assignee as counter 
security; and that sum was paid on January 
26th, 1923, by a cheque drawn by McDonnell 
on the Belfast Bank in Talbot street, Dublin. 

On the 12th June, 1925, McDonnell! pre- 
sented a petition for arrangement himself, in 
which he stated that he had deposited a sum 
of £2,000 as part security for the third in- 
stalment in the matter of P. J. Weymes, and 
that on that he placed no value. In Weymes's 
arrangement none of the instalments was 
said. He presented a second petition on 28th 
Yous, 1923, offering a composition of ls. in 
the £; and having failed to secure the neces- 
sary majority he was adjudicated a bankrupt 
on the 27th July, 1923. 

In his judgment Mr. Justice Johnston 
stated that it had transpired that the £2,000 
lodged by McDonnell was not his money at 
all: that it was supplied to him by Weymes 
himself, and consisted largely cf Weymess 
own money and of sums collected by him 
from various people in and around the County 
Westmesth; and he had come to the con- 
clusion that that transaction was @ fraud 
upén the Court and the creditors on the 
part of Weymes and McDonnell. 

The applicants, his Lordship added, were, 
no doubt, efitirely guiltless in the matter, and 
had no knowledge of the fraudulent device 
that was being carried out, but they lent 
their money for a special purpose—as they 
themselves had admitted—and that purpose 
had still to be fulfilled. 

The liabilities of the bankrupt, Mr. 
Weymes, it was stated, amounted to about 
£116,208. 

Mr. A. F. Blood, K.C., and Mr. John H. 
S. Russell (instructed by Mr. W. V. Seddall) 
appeared for the appellants and applicants ; 
and Mr. J. M. Fitzgerald, K.C., and - Mr. 
Rearden (instructed by Messrs. E. F. Collins 
and Son) for the assignees in bankruptcy. 

The arguments had not concluded when the 
Court rose. and the further hearing was ad- 
journed til] this morning.

BEQUEST IN A WOMAN’S WILL. 
(BEFORE THE MASTER OF THE HIGH COURT.) 

The matter of the estate of Eliza. Cole, 
deceased—F redetick William Law, solicitor,

Lavery (instructed by Mr, John 
Hawthorn), for the plaintiff, explained that 
both Mr. Keegan and the defendant had 
been in the employment of the Swift Motor 
Company, whose Dublin premises were in 
South ing street. ‘Towards the end of 1924 
the company decided to close their Dublin 
depot, and Mr. Keegan and the defendant 
arranged to tak» over the business, but the 
company required a bank guarantee for £4,000 
before agreeing to. the transfer. Messts. 
Keegan and Neill were to be floated as the 
Mr. Keogh, who was not: con- 
cerned with the wofking of the company, 
agreed to give them £1,000 each on condi- 
tion that he should be paid one-third of the 
amount by which the profits exceeded £2,000 
per annum. 


THE GUARANTEE, 

Mr. Denis Keegan, examined by Mr. 
Lavery, gave evidence in support of counsel's 
statement. When the Swift Company i 
Coventry intimated that they could not give 
the stock unless they had a banker's 
guarantee for £4,000, the witness asked Mr. 
Keogh to stand guarantor for him for £2,000, 
and he consented to do so. The witness 
subsequently asked him to guarantee the 
whole amount. Mr. Keogh agreed, on the 
condition that. he would first. allow the wit- 
ness and Mr. Neill £1,000 each and that he 
would then get one-third of the profits over 
and above £2,000. ‘Lhe witness told Mr. 
Neill of Mr. Keogh’s offer, and the former 
was satisfied. ~The agrement was then com- 
pleted, 

Mr. Keogh, the plaintiff, gave corroborative 
evidence, and said that when Mr. Keegan asked 
him to guarantee both of them he said that 
he would prefer Mr, Neill to get his own 
security for £2,000, but. for the moment 
agreed to guarantee the whole. He told Mr. 
Keegan that he would allow them £1,000 
each, and that he would take one-third of 
whatever would be over £2,000 in profits. 
Mr. Keegan agreed to this, and said that 
Mr. Neill agreed also. He continued as 
guarantor for them until a couple of months 
ago. They were floated as a company, but 
the agrement was with them as individuals, 
and he was not concerned with the com- 
pany. 

THE NET PROFIT. 

Evidence was given on behalf of the de- 
fendant. 

Miss Ruddock, secretary of the company, 
produced books showing that the remunera- 
tion of Messrs. Keegan and Neill as directors 
was to be £500 a year each. 

Mr. A. J. Walkey, of the firm of Messrs. 
Cooper and Kenny, incorporated accountants, 
stated that the profit shown was £2,417, but 
from that they took £600, which was £300 
each for Messrs. Keegan and Neill. The 
witness pointed out that. that must be charged 
before they could arrive at any amount ayail- 
able for distribution, and that reduced the 
profits below £2,000. 

Mr. W. Fallon (instructed by Messrs. 
Webb, Scott and Seymour), for the defendant, 
said that this was a company with two share- 
holders. who were also directors. The de- 
fendant’s case was that the net profits for the 
year ended September, 1925, were £1,800 odd. 
The £600 was part of the expenditure, leay- 
ing only a net annual profit of £1,817 3s.

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HOAX ON A DOMESTIC 
SERVANT. 
(BEFORE MR. COLLINS.) 

When Patrick Riddler, described as a 
convict on licence and of North Strand, was 
brought up on remand, charged with having 
obtained bá Lily McDonald, a domestic 
servant, emploved at Adelaide road, a trunk 
containing wearing apparel to the value of 
£4 by falsely representing himself to be a 
member of the detective branch of the Civic 
Guard, and as such Maise marriage to 
her, with intent to defraud, 

The Justice said that the only offence that 
he could see in the case’ was posing as i 
policeman; there was no proof of the larceny 
of the girl’s property. 

Mr. é. A. Burne, for the deíence, said that 
it should be shown that the accused man 
posed as a policeman for an unlawful purpose. 
Merely posing as a policeman for a tancy 
dress ball was never intended to be construed 
as an offence under the section. 

The Justice said that it was a very serious 
business. 

Detective Glynn, asked what he alleged 
was the unlawful purpose, said that the de- 
fendant might have taken her life. (Leugbter.) 
The defendant said that it was at the girl's 
instigation that he had acted as he did, as 
she had jilted another man named Byrne. 

Mr. Burne said that she jilted Byrne, who 
suggested to Riddler that he would get 
engaged to her to show her that she could be 
jilted too. Perhaps, he did what he should 
not have done, but it was to oblige the other 
man, who “wanted to get a bit of his own 
back.” 

The Justice said that if the case were 
returned to the Circuit Court the charge 
would be regarded as one of conspiracy. He 
would remand the prisoner on bail until 
Thursday, and in the meantime get the 
opinion of the legal adviser to the police on 
the matter.

A Baltic Example. 


Very little is heard nowadays of the 
small nations of Europe which loomed so 
large in the daily news a few years ago. 
The big Powers are monopolising the 
public interest, and even they are being 
forced at present to give way to China. 
Yet important’ changes are taking place 
among the minor States that were created 
out of the havoc of the war, and it is 
significant that, while their big brethren 
are talking and thinking in terms of inter- 
national rivalries, they, in their small 
way, are striving to ,build up a system 
of co-operation which, if it should be 
copied by the major Powers, would revolu- 
tionise modern history. Last Saturday, 
for instance, the Foreign Ministers of 
Latvia and Esthonia signed at Riga a 
treaty which provides for a Customs and 
economic union between these two States. 
Latvia and Esthonia constitute the 
Northern portion of the cordon sanitaire 
which the Treaty of Versailles drew across 
the . Western frontiers of Soviet Russia. 
They started their careers as independent 
nations in the usual way. Each Govern- 
ment seized eagerly the fiscal weapons 
which independence had placed in its 
hand, and proceeded to wield them 
vigorously against its neighbours. Tariffs 
were imposed on this, that, and the other 
thing. All sorts of foolish restrictions 
were placed on trade; and, just like the 
mushroom States of Central Europe, the 
Baltic States wasted their energy and 
their substance during the first years of 
their existence in a ruinous game of 
“beggar my neighbour.” Poland and 
Lithuania still are at daggers drawn. The 
hatred between them is so intense that 
there is no direct railway service between 
Warsaw and Vilna. Some months ago, 
indeed, it was “impossible to send a 
telegram from one city to the other, and 
all kinds of devices have been adopted to 
avoid direct trade. Like the Central 
European States again, however, the 
Baltic peoples are beginning to realise 
their mistake. Czecho-Slovakia, Poland, 
Jugo-Slavia, and Rumania started by a 
virtual boycott of Austria, and in some 
cases of one another. Now they are trying 
some means whereby trade 
restrictions may be replaced by a common 
economic policy. 


to devise 


It is a far cry from Riga and Reval 
to Dublin and Belfast; but our little 
country has much to learn from those 
Baltic lands. In this island we have two 
States, each of which, without the other, 
is an economic absurdity. Northern Ire- 
land needs the Southern market for its 
goods just as much as the Free State needs 
the economic power of the North-East. 
Politically there may be some excuse for 
the present border, albeit a poor excuse; 
but economically there is none. What 
could be more the 
economic point of view than a tariff wall 
between Newry and Dundalk or Donegal 
and Londonderry? The Customs frontier 
has severed a dozen arteries of Irish trade, 
and for every argument that could «be 
adduced in favour of a Customs union 
between Esthonia and Latvia or Rumania 
and Jugo-Slavia, there are a score in 
favour of a modus vivendi in Ireland. The 
Free State and Northern Ireland are 
drawn towards each other by innumerable 
economic forces: Yet their Governments, 
instead of harnessing their policies to these 
forces, and trying to direct them into 
courses that will benefit the whole 
country, are trying to pretend that they 
do not exist. The Free State Government 
imposes a tariff, or levies a new tax on 
motor vehicles; the Northern Government 
promptly casts around fora measure of 
retaliation. Thus the dreary process of 
‘brick for brick’’ continues while Ire- 
land is being beggared.. How much’ better 
is the Baltic. way? Latvia and Esthonia 
are only tiny States. The. one has a 
population of some 2,000,000; the other 
has 1,200,000. Each has one first-class 
port and does a considerable foreign trade ; 
but they both realise that economic co-

Education and Agriculture. 

It would be well for Saorstdt Eireann 
if its rulers and leaders of public opinion 
all should face the primal truth about the 
country’s educational needs as frankly as 
Mr. J. B. Whelehan, late Assistant 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, a 
summary of whose evidence, submitted to 
the Commission on Technical Education, 
we publish to-day. Mr. Whelehan lays 
down as the fundamental premiss the fact 
that the Free State’s leading industry is 
agriculture. He quotes statistics for the 
year ending September, 1926, which show 
that of the country’s total exports agri- 
cultural produce amounted in value to 
nearly £52,000,000, while, after allowing 
for liquor and baking products, all other 
exports amounted in value to only 
£4,060,889. He is “convinced that agri- 
culture is certain to continue as our 
dominant industry.” He declares, there- 
fore, that any system of education which 
does not recognise agriculture as the basis 
of the country’s wealth, and make pro- 
vision for the training of its citizgns for 
the agricultural life, “is faulty and un- 
suited to the national need.” Hitherto 
educational policy has “turned the mind 
of the budding citizen to paths very 
largely unproductive and uneconomical.” 
The picture which Mr. Whelehan draws 
of the condition of the Free State schools 
would be depressing were it not true that 
already the axe has been laid to the root 
of the trouble. Only one or two secondary 
schools are fitted to give leaving certificates 
in agriculture and none to give such 
certificates in forestry. This is the more 
anomalous since agricultural faculties 
have been established in University 
College, Dublin, and University College, 
Cork. Mr. Whelehan has small faith in 
either continuation or evening class work, 
save in the larger centres of population. 
In the countryside, therefore, he looks to 
a rural bias in the primary schools to 
prepare the way for vocational training. 
Elementary teaching in drawing, language, 
mathematics and essay-writing can be bent 
to the inculcation of rural interests. 
Already a start has been made in this 
direction. Mr. Whelehan proposes that 
this good start should be followed by 
technical education, from the age of 12 
to that of 16. He would have the 
technical course in all rural districts 
framed to embrace all branches of the 
farming industry. In urban districts the 
census of production should be consulted 
in the framing of programmes. 

A large portion of Mr. Whelehan’s 
evidence is devoted to the particular needs 
of the Gaeltacht. He approves of the 
economic recommendations of the Gaeltacht 
Commission. It never should be forgotten 
that the poorer districts of Western Ire- 
land, roughly coincident with the Gaelic- 
speaking territories, present a peculiar 
problem to statesmanship, and impose a 
peculiar responsibility upon the more 
prosperous parts of the country. Since 
the supersession of the Congested Districts 
Board, there has been a tendency to lose 
sight of the claims of the thickly-populated 
and mainly uneconomic area which 
formerly occupied the undivided attention 
of a Department. If the congested districts 
differ from the greater part of rural 
Ireland in their needs, they differ also 
in their possibilities. The people who 
literally transport their fields from place 
to place, like the Firbolg of old, so that 
girls are said to carry their dowries in 
creels on their backs, possess a grit, a 
tireless industry, which would yield rich 
results if it were universal in the rural 
population. Mr. Whelehan proposes a 
double approach to {the solution of the 
Western problem. He thinks that more 
can be made of those rocky and boggy 
lands than commonly is realised. Already 
we have written of the possibility of re- 
claiming big areas by the application of 
crushed limestone, ready to hand in 
most of the Western counties. Mr. 
Whelehan would seek instruction from the 
experience of Benedictine communities in 
Germany, where land similar to that of 
Western Ireland has been rendered fertile. 
Reclamation, however, must be supported 
by a development of other industries. 
Mr. Whelehan rightly observed that, 
if Norwegian and Breton fishermen 
can reap rich harvests in Irish waters, 
and sell their catches in the United States, 
in England, and even in Ireland itself, at 
huge profits, local harvesters of the sea 
ought to do even better, given only proper 
training and modern equipment. The

The Cabinet. held a special meeting this 
morning to consider important despatches 
recel from Mr. O'Malley at Hankow 
during the week-end, and so important 
were the discussions that it was prolonge: 
until a late hour in the afternoon. lt js 
understood that after the Cabinet meeting 
of Friday cables were sent to Mr. 
O'Malley at Hankow and to Peking for 
information on matters which the Cabinet 
were anxious to discuss, The replies were 
available this morning. The question of 
deflecting the British troops now on the 
seas to Hong-Kong was considered again, 
and, while no decision for immediats 
action was reached, it is possible that the 
troops may be diverted unless there ars 
important developments during the next 
fortnight. Negotiations between \r 
O’Malley and Mr, Eugene Chen still are 
proceeding at Hankow. 

It was stated to-day that the Peking 
Government is calling for the retrocession 
of Wei-Hai-Wei to China, but it is un. 
likely that the intimation will receiva 
serious consideration at the hands of the 
British Government at present. [is 
policy concerning Wei-Hai-Wei has been 
clearly enunciated by Lord Balfour, who 
stated some time ago that this country 
would be prepared to give up the lease .í 
the place under suitable conditions, só 
that the Province of Shantung micht 
become an integral part of China again. 


Plans for the Session. 


London seemed to be full of peers and 
members of Parliament to-day, and tha 
political clubs were age or with gossip 
and rumour. Many members are in- 
clined to think that the coming session 
will be a very light one as far as the 
making of laws is concerned, since China 
and the Budget are likely to occupy a 
considerable amount of time. It is under- 
stood that Sir Douglas Hogg will be in 
charge of the principal measure of the 
session—the Trade Union Bill—though he 
will have assistance from the representa- 
tives of the Ministry of Labour. If the 
claims of China are not too insistent, the 
session will be devoted mainly to ad- 
ministration. The session will be brouglit 
to an end in July, as Mr. Baldwin intends 
to visit Canada and to return before the 
autumn session. 


The Revised Prayer Book. 


The revised Prayer Book, presented to 
the Convocations of Canterbury and York 
at the Church House, Westminster, to 
day by the Archbishops of Canterbury 
and York is unlikely, it is thought, to be 
received with enthusiasm bv either 
Protestant or Anglo-Catholic. The former 
will object to the permission given for 
reservation of the Holy Communion, 
prayers for the dead, and such innova- 
tions, while the latter will object just as 
strenuously to the point that reservation 
is.to be permitted only in both bread and 
wine, and solely for the purposes of Com- 
municating the sick. The Anglo-Catholics 
made a pronouncement on this very point 
a few years ago, when the subject was 
first discussed, contending that reserva- 
tion in both species was non-canonical and 
would not be accepted. In Church circles 
this evening the prevailing feeling was 
that, unless the differences between the 
opposing factions can be adjusted, the 
revised Prayer Book stands little prospect 
of becoming law. 


Labour Politics. 


It is said that there is quite a tussle 
in the ranks of the Miners’ Federation 
between the moderates and the extremists 
in preparation for the annual delegate 
conference. It will be the first gathering 
of the kind since the collapse of the 
mining strike, and some important deci- 
sions will be taken. Mr. Herbert Smith, 
as President, is expected to offer his 
resignation ; but Mr. Cook, the Secretary, 
intends to make an effort to retain his 
post by suggesting a reference to a ballot 
of all the coalfields. The struggle is over 
the effort to secure the appointment of 
Mr. Stephen Walsh as President, or. fail- 
int him, Mr. Vernon Hartshorn. Should 
either secure election, the position of Mr. 
Cook will be extremely awkward, unless 
he can secure an overwhelming vote in his 
favour from the rank and file of the 
delegates. Few people believe that he wil! 
be able to do this. ; 


Trade Revival. 


In the City to-day I was assured in 
more than one quarter that the feeling 
in financial circles regarding the proba- 
bility of a trade revival this year was 
more pronounced than it was before 
Christmas. The prospects all round are 


extremely bright, and, once the Chinese

IRISH MISSIONARIES SAFE. 

A telegram from Dalgan Park, Galway, 
the Irish headquarters of the Maynooth 
Mission to China, states :— 

“ Wire received from China. O'Connell 
and McDonald released. All well.” 

It was reported last Saturday that the 
two priests were captured by a mob 103 
miles west of Hankow, and after being 
stabbed and bound to trees had been taken 
into the wilderness by the Chinese. 


JAPANESE EMPEROR'S 
FUNERAL. 


MANY INJURED IN CRUSH. 
FRoM ' THE TrMrs ’’. CORRESPONDENT. 
TOKIO, Monday. 

With rites which have come down sub- 
stantially unchanged through sixteen 
centuries, the late Emperor’s funeral began 
to-night. It will end with the interment 
at six o’clock to-morrow morning at 
Asakawa, thirty miles from Tokio. The 
event evoked a striking popular demonstra- 
tion of loyalty and regard for the Imperial 
Family. 

In spite of bitter cold, thousands of 
people arrived during the night, bringing 
blankets and food, and sat on the pave- 
ments from 12 to 18 hours. In Tokioevery 
house flew the national flag, draped with 
crepe, while over every door lanterns bear- 
ing the inscription, ‘‘ Emperor, Farewell,” 
were lighted at dusk. 

At 8 o’clock this morning the dead 
Emperor’s tablet was enshrined in the 
presence of the Emperor and Enipress: At 
10 o'clock a.m. the final farewells were 
said before the coffin by the Emperor, the 
Empress, and representatives of the Im- 
perial Household. At 6 p.m. the cortege 
started from the Palace, and 101 guns 
from the army and 48 from the navy 
boomed the last salute. 

Serried. rows of people, closely packed, 
stood or sat along the whole four miles of 
the route to the funeral hall. Street lamps 
were extinguished, but the streets blazed 
with light, as the route was lit by gigantic 
beacons, antique in form, but using gas or 
electricity. In accordance with Japanese 
custom all upper windows were darkened 
and empty. 

The only foreigner who walked in the 
procession was Lieutenant-Colonel Hill, 
the Military, Attaché at the British 
Embassy. He represented the British 
Army, of which the late Emperor was a 
Field-Marshal. 


NUMEROUS CASUALTIES. 
From Revter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
TOKIO, Monday. 
Owing to the great crowd that had as- 
sembled, about a hundred persons were 
injured, five seriously, and one killed, in 
a bad crush at one point of the procession. 
At another point twenty persons were in- 
jured by being pushed into a ditch. 
A lot of other casualties are believed to 
have occurred at other points in the city, 
but no details are yet available.

U.S. “BEARS” LOSE 
. MILLIONS.

NEW YORK, Monday. 

Not since the days of a quarter of a 
century ago, when Mr. Hill and Mr. 
Hardiman, by competitive bidding, forced 
the stock of Northern Pacific Railways 
Company to one thousand dollars a share; 
has New York Stock Exchange witnessed 
a spectacle such as occurred to-day, when 
Wheeling and Lake Erie Railroad Stock 
reached a climax in its sensational climb 
by touching 95, which is 68 points above 
the price at which it stood last month. 
At the same time the overnight loan 
premium jumped to seven dollars a share, 
the highest ever recorded here. 

The authorities estimate that the losses 
of bear traders, who were unfortunate 
enough to be caught short of stock, must 
have already run into millions of dollars, 
although from the statements issued to-day 
it appears that the squeeze has resulted 
from apparent buying for stock control 
by outside interests rather than by some 
big market operator. 

It appears that the New York Central 
Railroad, by steady buying, has acquired 
nearly one hundred thousand Common and 
Preferred Shares of the Wheeling and 
Lake Erie Line.

FOUR COMMISSIONERS TO 
BE APPOINTED. 


Two new bills which Mr. O'Higgins will 
introduce in Dail Eireann to-day are the 
Juries Bill and the Circuit Court, Appeals 
Bill. The first will give much-needed re- 
lief to jurors, ‘and the second will provide 
for the appointment of four Commis- 
sioners to discharge the arrears of Circuit 
Court Appeals. 

The congestion of business in the High 
Court, it will be remembered, was brought 
to the notice of the Minister by the 
Associated Chambers of Commerce, which 
urged that remedial measures should be 
taken without delay. A bill providing for 
the appointment of four Commissioners is 
the Minister's response. 

Mr. O’Higgins is not satisfied that ‘an 
extra High Court judge is necessary. His 
belief is that when the arrears have been 
overtaken it will be found that the amount 


of original work is gradually diminishing. | 


In any event the clearance of the accumu- 
lated business by the four Commissioners 
will enable him more accurately to 
appraise the need of an extra judge. 

Apart from the introduction of new 
bills, the principal business for considera- 
tion by the Dail to-day will be: Defence 
Forces (Temporary Provisions) Bill, second 
stage; Industrial and Commercial Pro- 
perty Bill, fifth stage; new Land Bill, 
Telephone Capital Bill, second stage; Pro- 
visional Collection of Taxes Bill, com- 
mittee stage; Supplementary Estimates 
and Army Pensions Bill. 

The new Land Bill mentioned is the 
Land Bill (No. 2), which was withdrawn 
some weeks ago in order that some of its 
provisions might be recast on the lines re- 
commended by the Select Committee.

LESS REVOLUTION THAN 
EXPECTED. 
From Our CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Monday. 

I have had the pleasure of an interview 
with a director of one of the “ Big Five” 
concerning the effect among British bank- 
ing circles of the report of the Irish Free 
State Banking Commission. I regret that 
I could not obtain permission for the name 
of this gentleman to be published. 

“The general impression over here,” I 
was informed, “is that the Commissivn’s 
report is a much less revolutionary docu- 
ment than might have been expected. 
Ireland is so near at hand and so much 
a part of the British economic system that 
there are many on this side who think 
that there was small need for a Commis- 
sion at all or for the setting up of a 
separate currency system. However, it is 
a matter for the Irishman himself to 
decide, and he has given us all less of a 
shock than we might have received.” 


GOLD PROBLEM. 

“How do you regard the suggestion that 
the note issue should be backed by British 
Government securities?’’ I asked. 

“Perfectly sound. 
for years with complete success. Backing 
the notes with gold would mean a loss of 
interest, and no fund out of which to pay 
the expenses of printing and administra- 
tion,” he replied. 

“Would not the shipment to Dublin of 
gold to the extent required mean serious 
dislocation of the London money markét 
for some time?” 

“I do not think it would mean serious 
dislocation ; but, in any event, locking up 
goldg means losing interest, and I do not 
think that the Free State is rich enough 
to afford such a luxury at the present 
time, or so unwise as to do so in any 
circumstances.” 


EXCHANGE RATES. 

I asked him if there was any risk of 
exchange fluctuations between Dublin and 
London under the new proposals. 

“There should not be,” he said. “We 
are so near to each other and economic 
relationships are so intimate that there 
should be as little fluctuation between 
Dublin and London as there is between 
London and Cairo.

DETAILS OF THE FIGHTING. 
From Revrer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
MADRID, Monday. 

Beyond the official despatches, little is 
known here regarding the military up- 
heaval at Oporto. It would appear that 
the revolutionaries included a rifle regi- 
ment with six heavy and six light machine 
guns, a company composed of a part of 
the Republican Guard, as well as some 
ordinary infantry with guns. 

Captain Chaves, who was in command, 
occupied without firing a shot the palace 
of the Civil Governor, the gates of which 
were opened by the residents, so as to 
avoid bloodshed. 

A Revolutionary Committee was imme 
diately formed, under the presidency of 
General Sousa Dias, who was in the mili- 
tary hospital under arrest. by order of the 
Government at the time when the revolu- 
tion broke out. 

The Committee telegraphed on the spot 
hto the Prime Minister at Lisbon, demand- 
ing the resignation of the Ministry. The 
Prime Minister's reply was to send out 
troops at once, who took up their position 
in the suburb of Gaia, and from there 
bombarded the rebel headquarters. 

The firing, however, ceased very soon, 
so that the town might be spared further 
loss. 

Besides the palace of the Governor, a 
theatre and a hotel were badly damaged 
by shel] fire. The Government troops 
then began a movement, gradually sur- 
rounding the malcontents, who were 
massed in the Praca de Batalha during 
the bombardment. . The rebels replied 
vigorously to the fire of the Government 
troops. 

The civil population seems to have been 
taken by surprise, and took no part in the 
fighting. There are no details at present 
as to the losses on either side.

WHISKEY DUTY IN -

TRADE ANTICIPATE A 
REDUCTION. 

Our Edinburgh Correspondent wires :— 

It is stated in whiskey trade circles that 
the corollary of the anticipated increase 
it the wine duties in the forthcoming 
Budget will be a reduction in the spirit 
duty in order to equalise the duties accord- 
it.g to alcoholic strength. Mr. Churchill 
has been studying the question for months 
past, and, it is believed, proposes to reduce 
the. spirit duties, in the first instance, 
from 72s. 
this to be followed later by a further 
reduction. By this means the risk of any 
serious initial loss in revenue would be 
obviated the trade being confident that 
the reduction in the duty would be 
followed immediately by an increase in 
the consumption. 

SPIRIT DUTY. 

As a result of the unfairly low taxation 
of foreign wines as compared with spirits, 
the consumption of the former increased 
from 9,983,000 gallons in 1916 to 
16,850,000 gallons in 1925. In the same 
period the consumptién of home-made 
spirits fell from 29,000,000 to 11,250,000 
gallons. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer is 
being impelled to take action by the fact 
that, with the spirit duty at 72s. 6d. per 
gallon, he is getting £12,000,000 less 
revenue per annum than he was getting 
with the duty at 50s. 

EMPIRE WINES. 

The distilling industry is in dire 
straits. The output this year will be the 
smallest on record, many of the distillers 
not having begun operations at all. This 
is resulting in widespread unemployment, 
and is seriously affecting the agricultural 
industry. The talk of preferential treat- 
ment for Empire wines leaves the whiskey 
trade cold, as Australia, South Africa and 
Canada have all built up high tariff walls 
against British spirits, thus accentuating 
the depression in the whiskey trade. Here 
already the large. British distilling cor- 
porations have been forced to take steps to 
get inside the tariff walls in Canada, and 
similar steps in other colonies may be 
necessary, unless the Colonial Govern- 
ments agree to some form of reciprocity.

When Dail Eireann meets to-day Mr. 
O’ Higgins, Minister. for Justice, will in- 
troduce his much-discussed Liquor Bill. 
It is not the Minister’s intention to make 
a. statement on the first reading of the 
measure. His hope is that the text of the 
bill will be in the hands of deputies at the 
end of the present week, and that the 
second reading debate will take place about 
the 17th or 18th inst, 

Based broadly on the recommendations 
of the Liquor Commission’s report, the 
measure is, as I have already indicated, 
divided into three parts: the first dealing 
with hours, the second with endorsements. 
and the third with the reduction of 
licences. The main provisions under these 
three heads were outlined by the Minister 
to representatives of the licensed trade a 
few weeks ago, and, in so far as they are 
affected, to hotel and restaurant owners, 
so that interest in the publication of the 
bill is largely confined to possibilities of a 
Ministerial “ climb-down ”’ either in the 
matter of automatic endorsement or the 
payment of compensation for extinguished 
licences. 

As it stands on. the eve of introduction, 
however, I can state that the bill represents 
no modification of Mr. O’Higgins’s atti- 
tude towards either of these points. The 
Minister is unshaken in his determination 
that there shall be no return to the dis- 
cretion of the District Justice, and 
embodying as it does the idea of a ' life- 
time ’’ endorsement and an appeal to the 
Circuit Court, the new bill marks the limit 
of his concessions in this direction. 

If the Minister was impressed at all by 
any one of the deputations which have 
seen him recently that deputation, it may 
be stated, came from the hotel-owners, who 
pleaded for the grant of licences separate 
and distinct from those of the ordinary 


+ public-house. 


The suggestion is one to which the 
Minister intends to give serious considera- 
tion when preparing his next bill. This 
second bill, it should be explained, will 
be designed to cover ground which, because 
of the exigencies of Parliamentary time, 
cannot be brought within the scope of the 
present measure, as, for instance, . the 
codification of the licensing laws, recom- 
mended by the Liquor Commission. 

Mr. O'Higgins yesterday submitted his 
new bill to a special meeting of the 
Cabinet, and within the next few days the 
rank and file of the party will be given 
an opportunity to record its approval or 
disapproval of it as it thinks fit. From 
this encounter, I gather, the worst that 
the Minister expects is to be compelled to 
leave the “ split hours ” clause to a free 
vote of the Chamber.

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ELECTION FUND IN SOUTH 
DUBLIN. 


Members of the licensed trade. are 
determined to fight the new Liguor Bill 
line by line, and have announced that they 
will oppose the Government Party's candi- 
dates at the general election if the measure 
is not modified. 

Yesterday publicans carrying on busines» 
in the North Dublin (City) Parliamentary 
Division met at Commercial Buildings in 
order to discuss the situation. An election 
fund was opened, and an organising com- 
mittee was appointed. Similar steps were 
taken last week by the traders in the 
South Dublin Division. 

Mr. J. W. Ryan, who presided at yester- 
day’s meeting, said that they were there 
for the purpose of taking steps to defend 
themselves and to protect their property. 
Legislation of a penal character was in 
existence, which it was their duty to them- 
selves and to those whom they would leave 
behind to have repealed; and further 
legislation, as they all knew, was at hand. 
For the life of him he could not see what 
prompted their native Parliament to busy 
themselves so much with their particular 
trade, and particularly in view of the fact 
that the Government, at any election since 
the great political change in this country, 
had got no mandate from the consti- 
tuencies for such legislation. 


FOUR IN THREE YEARS. 

‘he new bill would make the fourth 
within three years. In the circumstances, 
members of the licensed trade had no 
choice but to rally their forces to the last 
man, and to take the necessary steps to 
save themselves and their property. As 
citizens, they had a very high record. They 
helped, perhaps, more than any other sec- 
tion of the community in bringing about 
stability of government, and that was 
what they got for it. He would urge his 
colleagues, one and all, to be ready to 
carry out the instructions from their 
Executive, and to see that they in the 
North side of the city would pull the last 
ounce of their strength in retaining their 
rights as citizens, and in protecting their 
property from confiscation. 

The automatic endorsement sections of 
the Act of 1924 deprived them of the 
rights of citizens, and endangered their 
property.

NEW PRAYER BOOK 


CHANGES. . 


AFTER 265 YEARS. 


OPTIONAL IN CHURCH 
OF ENGLAND. - 


PBIMAIES VIEW. 


HE word “ obey” is deleted in the 
revised and alternative form of the 
Marriage Service in the new Church of 
England prayer book, which was issued 
yesterday to the joint session of the Houses 
of Convocation (Canterbury and York) in 
London. 

All the changes in the ‘‘ book proposed 
to be annexed to the prayer book measure ”’ 
are entirely optional, and no incumbent 
can be compelled te make use of the 
revised version. On the other hand, if it 
is adopted by the Convocation, the 
parishioners cannot be compelled to accept 
the new services unless they so desire, 
although the incumbent may, if the people 
agree, incorporate parts of the new 
Services into the old. This point is in- 
teresting, because it is likely to prevent 
friction in many parishes. 

An incumbent nowadays has a church 
council to advise and assist him in any 
alterations he may desire to make; and 
that body can prevent the mse of any 
Service, or Services, if not deemed desir- 
able. 

The Marriage Service in the revised 
book shows that there has been some care- 
ful pruning. A number of the passages 
regarded as being somewhat byoad have 
been amended or excised, while the vows 
exchanged are exactly the same in the 
case of the bride as in that of the bride- 
groom. The-bridegroom no longer endows 
the bride with all his worldly goods, but 
declares that he will share them.

There is & new Service for the burial of

Instead itis affirmed that “ God willeth 
all men -to be saved, for God is Love,’’ 
and the prayer does not ask that the 
child be delivered from Thy wrath. The 
following. Old Testament reference is de-

children ‘of Israel, Thy. people, through the 
Red Seara vw.” . 

The Athanasian Creed is optional, and 
the Commination Service is amended.

Important proposals are made with 
regard to the reservation of the Sacrament 
for the sick. Two forms are permitted :— 

l—A reservation of the bread and wine 
from what is called Open Communion for 
some known person or persons. This 
means that the priest has the right to take 
from the Open Communion of the Church 
what he thinks necessary for those sick 
persons in their - homes. f any remains he 
will bring it back to the Church. That will 
be permissible to all clergy. 

2-—Continuous reservation; that is, the 
reservation of bread and wine not to known 
sick persons, but for any emergencies which 
may arise. 

In allowing reservation of t!:e Sacrament, 
the Bishops strictly limit its use to 
facjlitatang Communion of the sick. There 
is-no sanction [or the continuous exposi- 
tion of the Sacrament for the purposes of 
devotions.

NO CHANGE IN DOCTRINE, 
SAYS PRIMATE. 

Speaking at the Convocation yesterday, 
the Archbishop of Canterbury said :— 

“ H I thought that what we are suggesting 
to-day would mean or involve any marked re- 
setting of the distinctive position of the 
Church of England, I should not be standing 
here to advocate your acceptance of what 
we lay before you. 

“Of the changes made the majority deal 
with matters quite uncontroversial. They are 
the kind of changes which have been advo- 
cated of recent years with practical unanimity. 
Such are the permissive shortening of Morning 
and Evening Prayer, and the increase of the 
Prayers and Thanksgivings in number’ and: 
scope. Liberty is given to shorten the Litany, 
and the use of the Athanasian Creed—if that 
may now be included as non-controversial— 
is Made voluntary. Some additional ‘ Proper: 
Prefaces’ are permitted in the Commanion 
Office. The meiamain modifications in the 
use of the Psalter on Sundays are sanctioned. 
The Office for the Burial of the. Dead has 
been enriched. And in the Orders for Ban- 
tism. and Matrimony some of the references 
to the Old Testament Patriarchs are omitted. 


NOT UNCONTROVERSIAL. 


'“ Further, we propose an Appendix at the 
end of the Book containing the Offices of 
Prime and Compline, and a short Service 
which may be said by Minister and people 
before the Holy Communion. In the same 
Appendix provision is 
Epistles and Gospels to be used on week-days 
in Lent and, with special Collects, on certain 
other occasions. No elaborate provision is 
made for the various minor Holy Days, be- 
cause the whole question of the Calendar 
has had to be left to a Commission to 
examine, and we shail not have their Report 
in time to take action on it in this Measure.

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MR. W. H. BROWN, K.€. 
We. regret to announce the death of Mr. 
Wilham Herbert Brown, K.C.,. a former 
County COurt Judge, which occurred at his 
residencé, Glenfern, Blackrock,’ Co. Dublin, 
Yesterday rather suddenly, after a week's 
Mr., Brown was. a well-known figure 
at’ the Irish Bar before his appointment as 
County Court Judge of Leitrim and Cavan in 
the year 1914. He was ‘a son of thé late Rev. 
N: M. Brown, D.D., of Fairyfort, Limavady, 
an ex-Moderator of the Dreabytariiin Church. 
He received his education first at the 
Coleraine Academical Institution, and after- 
wards at the Queen’s Colleges of Belfast and 
Galway. He took hononrs in law, mathe- 
matics and natural philosophy, and was' a 
classical .exhibitioner, Peel exhibitioner and 
first honourman in the. old Queen’s Univer- 
sity and the Royal University of Ireland. In 
1 he was King’s Inns exhibitioner, and 
was called to the Bar in 1887. He joined the 
North-East Circuit, and was Crown Counsel 
for the County Louth from 1903 till 1914, He 
was Revising Barrister for the. Borough of 
Cérk from 1896 till 1905. He was Counsel to 
the Post Office in the North-East Circuit. in 
1915-14, and in the latter year was appointed 
County Court Judge. He retired from that 
position in 1924 on the abolition of the office 
of County Court Judge in the Free State, He 
was called to the Inher ‘Bar in 1911, and was 
a Justice of the Peace for the County London- 
derry. He was author of several law books. 
In 1892 Mr. Brown married Miss Elizabeth

Captain W. A. Redmond made it clear at a 
conference held at the Great Southern Hotel, 
Galway, that the Irish National League did 
not represent an attempt to revive the old 
Nationalist Party, but was an entirely new 
movement designed to embrace all interests 
in the nation on a broad national basis as an 
effective Opposition to the Government, 

He said that no Government in any country 
in the world which had. not. an Opposition 
could for. long resist—it Was not in human 
nature—switging in the ‘direction of auto- 
cracy. The Opposition should be made y of 
men who, if the time canie, should, by their 
qualities and abilities and by their knowledge 
of procedure and their experience, be able to

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WATER QUAY. | 
WORK STARTED IN 1921. 
NOVEL METHOD OF 
CONSTRUCTION. 


— —- — 


The construction of a new deep-water 
quay in Dublin was the subject of a paper 
which was read last night at a meeting 
of the Institute of Civil Engineers at 
55 Dawson street by Mr. Joseph Mallagh, 
B.A., B.E. Work on the scheme was 
begun at the end of 1921, and he said 
that, while the final figures of cost were 
not yet available, it was safe to say that 
the amount spent on the work would be 
about £1350 per lineal foot of frontage. 


DEEPER BERTHAGE. 


NEED FOR THE WORK. 

Mr. Mallagh said that, owing to the com- 
pletion in 1884 of work originated by the 
late Dr. Stoney, the demand for increased 
depth in berthage did not become insistent 
in Dublin until about 1910, when shipowners 
showed some hesitancy in sending their 
vessels to Dublin when heavily laden. Prior 
to the completion of the new worke the port 
of Dublin was only capable of accommodating 
vessels up to 28 feet draft with perfect safety. 

In 1920 the Port Board secured statutory 
authority to borrow additional capital moneys 
for improvement works. Various methods 
of construction were passed under review, and 
finally it was decided to construct a quay 
wall by a method which had not heretofore 
been used, so far as he knew, and in the late 
summer of 1921 a scheme had been worked 
out in its essential points. The general idea 
was the provision of a wall unit about 40 feet 
long, built of reinforced concrete, of box form, 
and in plain rectangular. 


CAISSONS OF CONCRETE, 

In December, 1921, work commenced on the 
scheme, embracing the construction of hollow 
rectangular cellular boxes or caissons of re- 
inforced concrete, the excavation and prepara- 
tion of a launching slip, the building up of 
the caisson when afloat from 10 feet in height 
to 42 feet in height, the excavation of a 
foundation trench, the depositing of the 
caissons in line in the trench to form the 
foundation and main structure for the quay 
wall, the building of the superstructure there- 
on, and the filling in at the back of the 
wall to form the new quay surface. 

Mr. Mallagh gave technical details of how 
the various parts of the work was carried 
out and measurements. The superstructure. 
he said, was of mass concrete of 7 to 1. The 
amount of filling required in the area at the 
back of the wall amounted to about 100,000 
tons. The quay surface for a width of 200 
feet from the crane track had been covered 
with a 6-inch thick reinforced concrete slab. 
The quay had been connected by a double 
line of train rails with the Great Southern 
Railways, adequate sidings being provided. 
As a first step in its equipment two travelling 
electric portal cranes of ó tons capacity had 
been erected, one of which had been filled 
with a remote control gear, which enabled the 
operator to go on board the steamer, and 
from a commanding position near the vessel s 
hatch operate the crane. 

The final figures of cost are not yet avail- 
able, but it might be taken that the cost of 
the quay complete in usable order was about 
£130 per lineal foot of frontage.

In the two allegro move- 
ments there was a lively atmosphere, and 
the players had ample opportunity to displey 
their powers of technique. The music was 
taken at a fine pace, but there was little 
blurring, and the phrasing was well con- 
trolled and clearly treated. The shading was 
most artistically done, and a fascinating 
rhythm was imparted. Admirable also was 
the treatment of the crescendo passages, The 
edagio was also fascinating in the variety of 
its moods; but in the final movement, the 
Russian Theme, after a delightful opening, 
the players appeared to show signs of strain.

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TOWN COUNCIL 
TYRANTS. 
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MEN WHO “SIT ON THE 
ENGINEER. 

‘In probably every Council there are one 
or two men who deem it their duty to * sit’ 
on the engineer and ‘to keep him in his 
place,’ and it is to be regretted that this 
spirit is on the increase throughout the 
country,” declared Mr. D. C, Fidler in his 
presidential address to the Society of Engi- 
neers. in London last night. 

The very word “' officials,’’ he went on, was 
like a red rag to a bull in some cases, Un- 
fortunately, of late years there had been a 
type of Councillor elected to our local authori- 
ties who had not been conducive to har: 
monious working between officials and Coun- 
cils. He had always been employed, and 
probably never émployed anyone himself.. In 
consequence when he found himself invested 
with a little temporary authority he used his 
power tyrranously, and delighted in showing 
his authority over officials, Nothing pleased 
that type of Councillor more than openly to 
contradict the statement of an official, and 
even to insult and libel in open Council. 

Mr. Fidler added that perhaps the greatest 
curse of the municipal engineer to the local 
authority, and the greatest hindrance to the 
work of his department, was party politics. 
Woe betide the unfortunate official who be- 
came unwittingly the object of political strife. 

Oontrasting the lot of the municipal engi- 
neer and surveyor with that of his prede- 
cessor twenty or thirty years ago, the Presi- 
dent said that in the early days the engineer 
and surveyor to a local authority was in a 
probability a local builder or builder's fore- 
man who had failed in his own business, but

AUTHORITIES.

Viscount Craigavon, Prime Minister of 
Northern Ireland, accompan by Sir 
Dawson Bates, Northern Minister of Home 
Affairs, yesterday commenced his tour of tho 
six counties to confer with representatives of 
local authorities. 

Their first stop was at Lisburn, where they 
were received at tho entrance to the Town 
Hall by Mr, W. J. Law (Chairman of the | 
Urban Council), Mr. James Duff, J.P. (Chair- 
man of the Roads Committee); Mr. Thomas 
Sinclair, J.P., and Mr. 1. M. Wilson (Town 
Clerk). : 

ain Law, in welcoming the visitors, said 
that all malicious injury claims had been 
paid off, and the Council hoped that there 
would be a substantial reduction in the rates 
this year. | i 

Mt. James Duff explained what has been 
dona by the Council in the way of street 
reconstruction in recent years. | 

“There are,” he said, '“ about five miles 
of Class 1 roads in the urban district, and 
the Council is engaged in the reconstruction 
of practically the entire mileage. Two 
schemes have been completed—one of £13,000 
and one of £8,000. A third scheme of 
£29,000 is nearing completion, and a fourth 
scheme of £38,000 will be started, we hope, 
within the next few weeks. We expect the 
— of the work will be finished by tha 
ent of the present year. . 

“The reconstruction of the five miles will 
have gost almost £90,000, and expenditure 
which this Council could not possibly have 
faced without liberal Government assistance. ' 

Mr. Duff then explained what the Council 
hopes to do in the iuture. “ First,” he said, 
“ there is one route to Belfast from Lisburn 
via Hillhall. This is developing as an alter- 
native “bus route, and it is at present a 
second-class road. “We hope to see it made a 
Class 1 road, so that sometime in the future-— 
perhaps in the near future—we may consider 
its reconstruction also. We also are hoping 
soon to have powers that will enable us to 
deal, without uhdue delay or expense, with 
the question of road-widening, frontage lines 
and dangerous corners. A good deal might 
be done in Lisburn in this connection to 
improve certain roads and increase safety, 

The total cost of the reconstructed Class 
1 roads will amuunt in a full year to 2s. 1d. 
in the £ ‘This will diminish from year tv 
year as our Íoans are repaid. We have 
spent as high as 3s. 4d. in the £ under the 
old unsatistactory system on roads of very 
short life, so that thare is little doubt that 
financially we are going on very sound lines. 
This encourages us to hope that later we 
may find it possible to apply some form ot 
less expensive recoustruction to our Class 2 
and Class 3 roads and streets. 

“There is only one other of our activities 
we would like to bring under your notice, 
We have framed, at some trouble and with 
the best legal advice, am agreement with an 
electrical supply company, under which they 
will bring current from Belfast and distribute 
it in Lisburn. We will have a purchase 
option on the undertaking. This agreement 
will in due course come before the Electricity 
Commissioners. ”’ 

PREMIER'S REPLY. 

Lord Craigavon said that the tour upon 
which he and Sir Dawson Bates had entered 
was one of an entire and thoroughly practical 
nature. It was concerned with the idea that 
Without any ofticials with them they would 
learn at first-hand from Councils the feel- 
ing throughout the country, not In any poli- 
tical sense, but as regards the actual progress 
on the whole. 

He had been very much struck by the effi- 
ciency and activity of the Lisburn Council, 
which always endeavoured to do its very best 
for those who hved in the town. He had 
been very much impressed with the able state- 
ment of the chairman of the Roads Committee. 
He thonght that with the sentiments he had 
expressed, and which bis colleagues all en- 
joyed, the Government and loca) authorities 
working along such harmonious lines with one 
end in view, Ulster would eventually become 
the best part of Great Britain and the Empire. 
(Applauge,). . 

SECURITY AND SAFETY. 

He had the opportunity in the City Hall, 
Belfast, not very long ago to reter to the im- 
portance of local authorities, and he did so 
for the purpose, because he honestly believed 
that the strength of the British Constitution 
rested entirely upon the way in which the 
work of the local authorities throughout the 
country was carried on, It gave a sense of 
security and safety to the people, and it was 
the outward and visible sign of true de- 
mocracy that has kept the old British flag 
flying throughout the centuries. 

Therefore, he and his colleagues could not 
do too much to encourage local authorities and 
help them as much as they possibly could, 
having regard to the limited finances avail- 
able. Lisburn would always receive the care- 
ful attention of his colleagues and himself. 

He would like to congratulate them most 
heartily on having cleared away that dead 
burden of debt contracted in connection with 
the compensation for malicious injuries, He 
thought that it must be a great relief to 
everybody in that neighbourhood to know that 
they were free from that heavy debt. With 
regard to the two points that Mr. Duff had 
referred to, there was a question of further 
powers that might be given to Lisburn and 
other local authorities for dealing with roads, 
objectionable pare corners, etc, The Govern- 
ment proposed to bring in a bill in the coming 
session dealing with matters of the kind. 

He was confident there was going to be 
a revival in trade; be was confident that they 
would not leok back, but look torward; he 
was equally confident that some of the Acts 
they had placed on thé Statute book would 
prove of inestimable value to the agricultural 
and industrial community. (Applause.)

MOTOR ’BUS COMPETITION. 

At a meeting of the Westmeath Farmers’ 
Executive in Mullingar yesterday, Mr. 
Patrick McKenna, T.D.. referred to a recent 
notice of a proposed increase in railway and 
shipping freights. They were paying at the 
present time, he said, the most exorbitant 
rates in Europe. At the present rates the 
people of this country were not able to com- 
ete with other countries. The Farmers 
arty supported amalgamation in the hopes 
that something would be done that would 
result beneficially for the farming commuiiity ; 
but they were sadly disappointed. Thev 
had a Railway Rates Tribunal, and the only 
thing they could do was to submit @ case. 
That case had been prepared, and they in- 
tended to appear before that tribunal repre- 
sented by counsel, 


THROUGH RATES. 

If the railways were not able to compete, 
motor transport was bound to develop, and 
nationalisation was bound to take place. He 
(Mr. McKenna) would be very sorry to see 
nationalisation here, because in other 
countries where it was tried it was not found 
to be the best remedy. In England motor 
traffic was largely carried on. ey had re- 
duced railway fares, and the cost of trans- 
port considerably. He thought that the 
Irish railways were not inclined to give 
through vates, especially from  iniand 
stations in Ireland to destinations in Great 
Britain. In addition o the quesion of loss, 
the want of through booking led to. serious 
and dangerous overcrowding, 

Mr. J 
peared to him that the proposed increases 
referred to the port of Dublin alone, and so 
should not affect other ports of Ireland. 


THE 'BUSES. 

Mr. W. J. Finnerty, County Councillor, 
asked how could they expect the railways to 
do well and decrease rates when they had 
motor ‘buses competing against them. The 
ratepayers should protest against those motor 
‘buses being run on their roads, 

Mr. Kenny said that he would like 
more 'buses on the road, so that they 
have more competition. 

Mr. McKenna said that hefore the ‘buses 
were put on at all the rates weve increased. 
They were only reduced 25 per cent. in the 
Free State; in Great Britain they were 
reduced 50 per cent. since the war.
